of nations" to 


ake the place for the United States 
f the league of nations, and an ef- 
ort will be made to accomplish such 


step toward world peace. 
Ibis statement was made today by 


>ne of the highest authorities of the 
American 
government, 
regarding 


President Harding's request to the 
enate for authorization to have the 
United States represented officially in 
he world court established by the 
eague of nations, but with reserva- 
tions keeping this country from any 
Connection with the league itself. 


At the present time there does not 


even exist any very definite plan for 
uch an asosciation, this authority in- 
dicated. He said that the policy of 
the administration is to take up and 
settle one important thing at a time. 


Consequently, the 
administration 


does not claim that American partici- 
pation in the court is the "association 
of the nations" that President Hard- 
ng is pledged to—that is to come 
ater.

It is now generally agreed in the

Why Narcotic Drug Dangers 
Menace the Nation's Youth

L 


AST year there was a conference in Switzerland 
called to consider the narcotic drug evil. Dele- 
gates came from many countries. There was much 


discussion,, of course, but everybody agreed that the ha- 
bitnal use of opium and its derivatives is very harmful 
It undermines the moral sense, it ruins the health and 
shortens life. 


The discussion brought out the fact that morphine 


and heroin, which are made from foreign-grown opium 
are manufactured largely in the United States and 
Great Britain. Then, these dangerous drugs are shipped 
all over the world. 


We are inclined to look upon China as the great con- 


sumer of opium. She used to be, and continues to absorb great quantit.es 
of it 
But China has made heroic efforts to wipe out the dreadful tuiffic. 


It is a pity the nations of ths earth do4 
. - . 


not respect her endeavors and help her fore retiring. This wi'l help to promote 
to guard her borders against the entry 
of the manufactured products of opium 
—morphine and heroin—which she does 
not make and has never used until very 
recently. 
Under the laws of China. Issued only 


two years ago, whoever sells or pos- 
sesses morphine may be imprisoned for 
h/e. To keep her border Inviolate. China 
threatens with death the custom house 
official who sells morphine. 
In short, 


China is doing her best to protect her 
people against this great evil. 
All these things having been brought 
it in the conference, the Chinese dele- 


gate arose and asked: 
"Why do countries permit their manu- 


facturers to make and export morphine 
to poison the people of the world? Is 
this a policy of civilization?" 
What can we say, my countrymen? 
Narcotic drag addiction is one of the 


most dreadful of human afflictions. 
I 


can think of no greater torture than the 
yearning for drugs. 
There can be no doubt of tne bene- 


ficial effects of opium and its derivative, 
morphlne>when rightly used. But when 
abused, when it becomes the habitual 
food of a perverted appetite, it is worse 
than the devils of hell. 
All the good done by opium has been 


wiped out ten thousand times by tne 
dreadful harm It has brought the human 
race. If I had rny way the hot winds 
of the deserts wonld sweep across the 
poppy fields of the world, to blast and

Attorneys for Ray A. Lower, con-

it being contended that their client 
has been deprived of the protection 
of the federal constitution which bar- 
ricades him against being punished 
under ex post facto laws. 
It is contended that the statute pro- 


viding for the punishment of bankers 
'who embezzle money is vague, indef- 
inite, uncertain and incomplete in 
that all it says is that any bank cash- 
ier who shall embezzle, etc., withoul 
defining what constitutes the crime of 
embezzlement. The attorneys argue 
that the legislature only can define 
what constitutes the crime of embez- 
zlement, and that having failed to do 
it does not lie within the power of the 
courts to make one because embezzle- 
ment was not a crime at the common 
law.Another contention is that the cour 
erred in holding that the general sav- 
ing clause in the statutes appliei to 
criminal cases. They say that between 
the time the offense charged was com 
mitted and the time Lower was triec 
the legislature changed the law under 
which prosecution was brought so 
that the crime was greatly aggravated 
and heavier punishments provided 
and that also the indeterminate sen 
tence law was changed so that from 
one to ten years, under the old law 
power was given the judge to Increase

The legislative committee of the telephone associa- 


tion reported to that body that of the twenty or twenty- 
five hills Introduced in the house and senate in which 
the Industry was directly or indirectly involved only 
about half a dozen yet remain undisposed of.
